DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

1. Claims 1-5,7-8 and 10-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Robert (US 6169497). 

Regarding claim 1, Robert discloses a communication system for use with a vehicle, 
comprising: a first communication unit (fig. 1,18), located within a vehicle (fig. 1, 16), and a 
portable second communication unit (fig. 1, 20 or 12 or 14; col. 4, lines 29-38), said first 
communication unit comprising a first memory circuit (fig. 1, 28; and fig. 3, 58) being connected 
with a first transceiver (fig. 1, 28; and fig. 3, 50), and said second communication unit 
comprising a second memory circuit (fig. 1, 20 or 12 or 14; col. 4, lines 29-38, fig. 1, 28; and fig. 
3, 58) connected with second transceiver (fig. 1, 20 or 12 or 14; col. 4, line 29 to col. 6, line 12), 
said tranceiver being arranged to establish a short-distance wireless communication link between 
said first and second communication units when the communication units are within a 
communication range fi-om each other, (see fig.l and col. 5, lines 1-14, walkie-talkie system), 
thereby enabling two-way radio communication between said communication units (see fig. 1 and 
col. 5, lines 1-14), whereby an information item, stored in any one of said memory circuits is 
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transmittable to the other one of said memory circuits, over said wireless communication hnk 
when the communication units are within said communication range from each other (see fig. 1; 
col. 5, lines 1-67; col. 5, lines 15-30). 

Regarding claim 2, Robert also discloses said second communication unit is a portable 
fob (see col. 7, lines 33-36); a fob unit, for use in a communication system (see col. 7, lines 33- 



Regarding claim 3, Robert also discloses wherein said second communication unit is 
connectable to an external information source, such as a personal computer (see col 5, lines 44- 
55 and fig. 1), in order to establish an information transmission link between said external 
information source and said second communication unit. 

Regarding claim 4, Robert also discloses wherein said second communication unit is 
connectable with a unit for long-distance wireless communication, such as a cellular terminal, 
and said first communication unit is connectable with a long-distance wireless communication 
network (fig. 1, satellite 23), such as a cellular network, whereby a two-way connection between 
the first and second communication units is established by connecting said terminal with said 
first communication unit over said network (see fig. 1; col. 2, lines 6-67). 

Regarding claim 5, Robert also discloses wherein said first and second communication 
unit each comprises an identification item, whereby a request for connection from any 
communication unit is tested to be qualified before enabling a connection between said 
communication units (see col. 5, lines 30-56; fig. 1 and 2). 

Regarding claims 7-8, Robert also discloses wherein said first communication unit is 
connected with at least one vehicle data network, such as a controller area network, within said

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vehicle (see fig. 1 and 3 and col 5, line 1 to col. 8, line 22); wherein said first communication 
unit is connected with a vehicle computer within said vehicle (see fig. 1 and 3 and col. 5, line 1 
to col. 8, line 22). 

Regarding claims 10-11, the communication system of Robert also discloses wherein said 
second communication unit further comprises a biometric sensor, for identifying a user (see col. 
5, Unes 30-43 and col. 8, lines 38-67; col 7,lines 34-61); wherein the output of said biometric 
sensor is used to classify users in order to give different users different access to the vehicle (see 
col. 5, lines 30-43 and col. 8, lines 38-67; col. 7,lines 34-61). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made, 

2. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Robert (US 
6169497) in view of Logan (US 6631271). 

Regarding claim 6, the communication system of Robert is silent to mention wherein said 
second communication unit is integrated with a cellular terminal. However, Logan discloses said 
second communication unit is integrated with a cellular terminal (see fig. 1 and col. 2, lines 44- 
54). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
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invention was made to provide the above teaching of Logan to Robert so that user not only uses 
cell phone to communicate each other but user also use the cell phone to control user's car. 
3. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Robert (US 
6169497) in view of Cook (US 4606307). 

Regarding claim 9, the communication system of Robert is silent to mention wherein said 
second communication unit further comprises a clock device. However, Cook mentions said 
second communication unit further comprises a clock device (see col. 1, lines 5-17). Therefore, it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
provide the above teaching of cook to Robert so that user can start a vehicle at a preselected time 
of day and/or from a remote location at any desired time by using the second communication.
